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No Part Time Mayor 


What Edmonton aldermen have goi to 
decide quickly is whether this city is going 
to have a new full-time mayor or no mayor 
at all. 

Mayor sidney Parsons’ three-month 
leave of absence has created a constitu- 
tional crisis in Edmonton and Edmonton 
aldermen must have the resolution to face 
it squarely. 

rtainly a part-time mayor, a figure- 
head alderman who presides over council 
meetings and calls in at the civic block 
for half an hour each day to sign letters, is 
of absolutely no use under our present 
system to a city involved in such major 
developments as the initiation of town 
planning, a civic survey and other prob- 
lems of unprecedented growth. 

If the aldermen feel that such a part- 
time mayor is good enough and that the 
office is only an empty symbol, they infer- 
entially endorse the conclusion that no 
mayor is needed at all. 

In that case they should have the cour- 
age to come out flatly for the abolition of 
the mayoralty and the institution of 
straight commission government. 

It is utterly ridiculous to pay a mayor 
for work that can be done satisfactorily 
on a part-time basis. 

On the other hand, if the aldermen feel 
that a mayor is essential to good civic 
government, they should have the honesty 
and the boldness to insist that the office 
be declared vacant and to call for the 
election of a new full-time mayor. 

We can understand the reluctance of 
aldermen to take this latter forthright 
step because Mayor Parsons is personally 
popular in council as he is throughout the 
city and is accorded wide sympathy and 
respect by everyone. 


Army Officiousness 


Army officers in charge of the hospi- 
tal train bringing injured persons from 
the wreck on the CNR main line to Ed- 
monton grossly exceeded their authority 
in interfering with the efforts of reporters 
and cameramen to secure news of the 
catastrophe, 

The confiscation of a camera, for in- 
stance, was a piece of high-handed ef- 
frontery. 

Army officers have every right to with- 
hold information that might be of use 
and comfort to the enemy. 

In this endeavor, reputable newspaper- 
men should and would give them every 
support, 

But we cannot imagine the North 
Koreans or even Joseph Stalin taking any 
great comfort out of photographs of in- 
jured men, particularly when news of the 


No alderman wants to appear to be 
cold-bloodedly kicking a good man 
stricken by illness. 

But this is not a case of sympathy or 
respect or petsonal feelings, It is a situa- 
tion calling for prompt and courageous 
action best calculated to promote the wel- 
fare of Edmonton and its 160,000 people. 

Mayor Parsons, of course, co’ Te- 
lieve the present intolerable crisis by re- 
signing as some aldermen doubtiess be- 
lieve he should do. It would be infinitely 
preferable if any such move should. come 
trom himself and in that case it would be 
only just and proper that he should have 
his 1951 salary in full 

If he does take this step, he will earn 
himself a tremendous volume of public 
support when his health is resto and 
he again contests the mayoralty. 

If he does not take this step, the alder- 
men are limited to two possible choices: 

1. The compulsory vacating of the of- 
fice and the election of a new full-time 
mayor. 

2. The selection of a part-time mayor 
—a task that appears to have them com- 
pletely baffled. 

If they make the latter choice, they 
must accept the implication that goes 
along with it—that the mayor’s duties are 
inconsequential and that the mayor's of- 
fice is redundant. 

In this case, Edmonton néeds no mayor 
at all and the responsibility devolves upon 
the aldermen to see that the system is 
promptly changed to a commission form of 
government. 

This is one time when the aldermen 
must take a firm and decided stand. For, 
whether they know it or not, they are 
writing a vital chapter in civic history.

lamentable wreck itself had been flashed 
all over the world. 

What these officers appear to forget 
is that the army and all its personnel are 
the property of the people of Canada. 

The people of Canada pay them, The 
people of Canada cherish them, And when 
some of them died in this disastrous wreck, 
the people of Canada suffered with them. 

The people of Canada, then, were en- 
titled to know exactly what happened and 
to have all the details presented to them 
in the most graphic and informative man- 
ner. 

This is what the newspapermen were 
trying to do. 

The clamping down of a silly and un- 
necessary censorship was a bit of offici- 
ousness quite out of keeping with the dig- 
nity and reputed intelligence of Canadian 
officers. 


Hotel Company Is Uncooperative 


The Cristall hotel company is not be- 
having well in refusing to alter its hotel 
plans to provide sufficient parking space 
as demanded by the town planning authori- 
ties. 

It is true that the city council, on Tues- 
day night, permitted the plans to stand, 
without proper parking space, on a techni- 
cality. 

Aldermen held that they were com- 
mitted to these plans, under their agree- 
ment with the company, and could not 
compel the company to change them, 

This may or may not be sound pro- 
cedure in a legal way. 

But certainly the Cristall company was 
under a moral responsibility to respect the 
town planning regulations no matter what 
commitment the council had injudiciously 
made, 


ODDS AND ENDS 


The Cristall company was under this 
moral obligation, first, because, as good 
citizens, its members had a duty to the 
city and, secondly, because it had accepted 
favors from the city. 

The council gave the Cristall company 
a special tax rate of $100 per room, thus 
cutting its taxation almost in half. 

In return for that concession, the com- 
pany itself should have been willing to 
make concessions, 

A hotel lives on the good will of the 
public. 

This uncivil obduracy is not the-way to 
earn public good will. 

The Cristall company, in the long run, 
would lose less by changing its plans than 
by flouting the regulations that govern 
other Edmonton building.

Editor, Bulletin — Some time 
ago I wrote a letter concerning 
the traffic Rghts being left on 24 
hours a day. 


I never saw the letter in the 
paper, maybe I missed it but the 
point is if the lights were turned 
off at about twelve and a sign 
Stated that you must stop, when 
lights are not in use or at least 
if the traffic from two directions 
had to stop, it would be a much 
safer method. 

About 2 a.m. this morning there 
Was a very bad accident that 
would not have happened if this 
system was used. 

If the vehicles involved would 
have had to stop before entering 
the intersection this particular 
accident could hardly have hap- 
pened, at least it would not have 
been so serious, if they had not 
been in a hurry to make the light.

Donald Soper of the West Lon- 
don Mission. 

Dr. Soper's reply reads, in part, 
as follows; “The stringency is 
not what it was but the need is 
there just the same. It makes a 
world of difference to people— 
many of them officially middle 
class—who are extremely hard 
hit by the rise in the cost of 
living, and we do know how in- 
finitely welcome some “extras” 
are quite apart from the worth 
while link they maintain between 
Christian people in our two coun- 
tries, 

“Incidentally, many essential 
foods are still only obtainable on 
ration books. Butter, margerine, 
lard, sugar, tea, cheese, bacon, 
meat and sweets all come under 
this category, and it is extremely 
difficult to find any substitute 
for these things, Other foods 
which are now obtainable ‘off ra- 
tion’ are far and away too ex- 
pensive for our folk to afford.”

Birthday 
Of Church 

Editor, Bulletin—Two writers 
of letters in your paper recently, 
one signed C.M.B., made state- 
ments which for their informa- 
tion I would wish to throw some 


light on. 
The first was that the writer 
said “no one knows the time 


when the church was first estab- 
lished.” The answer is that the 
birthdsy of the church was on 
Pentecost Sunday on which day 
the Holy Ghost descended upon 
the Apostles, in that upstairs 
room in a house in Jerusalem. 
This was ten days after the As- 
cension, 

The other correspondent dealt 
With the Magna Carta of 1215 AD. 
He stated one of the laws de- 
manded of the tyrant King John 
that the church in England was 
to be free, Now free of what? 


All histories of England I have 
read made it clear that the 
church was to be free from the 
tyranny of kings or princes, that 
both the temporal and spiritual 
powers were each to keep from 
interference with each other. 
That the rights of God and 
Caesar were both to be recog- 
nized, nothing more, nor less. 

King John’s predecessor Henry 
Tl had grievously offended in 
this regard. This king would dic- 
tate to the church in matters out- 
side his sphere as temporal ruler. 
And he went so far as to order 
his knights to “rid him of this 
insolent priest,” referring to St. 
Thomas Becket, archbishop of 
Canterbury. 

This great archbishop was slain 
at the altar in his cathedral in 
the year 1170 by three of the 
knights of Henry II. I may state 
that this king later did penance. 
at the tomb of his victim by al- 
lowing himself to be scourged by 
knotted cords, as penance for his 
crime. 

It was the Catholic archbishop 
Stephen Langton who led his 
barons to demand of King John 
in 1215 AD the rights of both 
church and state as contained in 
the Magna Carta, which the hing 
signed, practically under com- 
pulsion. The barons were armed, 
This charter forms the basis of 
all law, at least in the English 
speaking lands, in the world of

Close-Up Given 
Of Trailer Life 


Most of the trailer camps—or 
“villages” and “courts,” as they 
call themselves—charge a flat 
rate of a dollar a day for the 
transient trade, All have weekly 
or monthly rates ranging from 
$12 a month to $380 a-month. For 
this the trailer-éwner gets elec- 
tricity and water, a hook-up for 
drainage, showers and restrooms, 

Some of the trailer parks in 
Florida and Southern California 
are quite tony, have club houses, 
swimming pools, individual 
patios; gardens for each trailer, 
One in Miami advertises an ad- 
joining polo field. The ritzier 
Places have a “no children” rule. 

You start making friends the 
moment you hit camp because of 
the operation known as “unhitch- 
ing.” There's nearly always a 
small delegation to approach to 
give a hand or to study your 
technique in getting the caravan 
detached from the car and level- 
led up. 


You Feel 


You Belong 

This task conipleted, there then 
ensues a conversation about road 
conditions, trailer equipment and 
the relative merits of camps 
throughout America, Somebody 
brings out a couple of cans of 
beer. The kids have found play. 
mates their own age. Right away 
you have that warm feeling of 
belonging. 

You meet a lot of interesting 
people of widely different types 
in these camps, 

Most trailers, nowadays, are 
buili for this kind of use, some of 
them up to 40 feet in length, Be- 
cause they're exposed to so many 
travellers . these young people 
often get the wander bug and 
talk of buying a smaller trailer 
and hitting the open road when 
they get that elusive nest-egg. 


Professionals 
Along, Too 


Then there are the families 
who move from town to town 
throughout the nation, following 
work and, when it's possible, the 
sun, A lot of the men are con- 
struction workers who move from 
one big job to another, 

Another type of trailer dweller 
is the old retired couple whose 
children are grown and gone, A 
large percentage of these older 
people come from California, 
spend their summers on the 
Southern California coast, win- 
ters in Florida. 

Then there's the professional 
traveller, and I suppose we fit 
into this category. A great many 
show people who move about 
spend the whole year in trailers. 

In Ottawa, our neighbors were 
members of Tex Beneke’s Or- 
chestra and Ken Maynard, the 
old-time cowboy star. In Phoenix 
we were camped alongside a fam- 
ily of high-wire trapeze artists 
and several professional rodeo 
riders. 

A great many travelling sales- 
men, too, have exchanged the old 
life of lonely hotel rooms and 
farmers’ daughters for a rolling 
home complete with wife and 
kids. 

Another interesting type are 
the old-style gypsies who are still 
on the road, telling fortunes, 
working in carnivals and other- 
wise making a buck as best they 
can, Many have the last word in 
caravans, ‘but stick to their old 


traditional costumes of bright 
silk and heavy costume jewelry.

Laundries 


There's a community spirit in 
trailer camps that you rarely find 
in suburban life.. Many of the 
camps have community recrea- 
tion rooms, The women gather to- 
gether in the laundry rooms 
about the twenty-five-cents-per- 
hour Bendix machines, 

In New Orleans on Hallowe'en 
the whole camp had a party for 
the kids followed by a bingo 
session for the adults, In E] Paso, 
a regular weekly feature was a 
wienie roast at which any visiting 
talent contributed to the fun,

The wife said she got so used 
to compactness and the neces- 
sary discipline of housework in 
the trailer that the cottage seem- 
ed enormous, “The trailer always 
seemed snug and more home- 
like,” she said, Husband said they 
were shocked at how much more 
it cost them in a house and, 
what's more, he liked to have 
that footloose feeling that they 
could pack up and move any 
time they wished. |

Opinion In Doubt 

Sometimes one hears the ex- 
pression “athlete's heart.” Not all 
who have studied this question 
agree there is such a thing, 

Dr, J. W. Wilce, who was the 
famous health director of Obio 
State University, studied the heart 
size in 233 American male ath- 


letes. He found that in many of 
these the heart was enlarged, but 
that this did not cause any ap- 
Parent il) effects, if the athlete 
was otherwise normal, 

A heart which is merely en- 
larged as a result of occasional 
strenuous exertion usually re- 
turns to normal size, Long-con- 
tanued physical strain may result 
in permanent heart enlargement, 
though this of itself is not harm- 
ful. 


However, the person who has 
eny trace of heart disease and en- 
@ages in extreme physical effort 
ds much more liable to serious in- 
jury. 

From the practical point of view 
there is little danger to the heart 
from any sport which does not in- 
volve continuous muscular exer- 
tion at top speed for several min- 
utes at a time. In sports that do 
Tequire this exertion, the beart 


must be carefully watched for 
evidence of disease or strain, 

It seems particularly undesir- 
able to engage in this form of ath- 
leties during or immediately afier 
even a minor iliness like a com- 
mon ‘cold. Also if the growth is 
especially rapid, there may be 
some increased danger of injur- 
in the heart by over-exertion, 

Everyone agrees that proper 
training before engaging in com- 
petitive sports is highly desir- 
wble. Physical examinations be- 
forehand and repeated at frequent 
intervals are well worthwhile. 

Adolescents, especially those 
who ave in a stage of rapid 
growth, need to use particular 
care, It seems most probable that 
after wbout the age of 18 the 
heart and the other bodily organs 
énd functions are betier able to 
Stand physical strain than they 
ave during the preceding years.

The great depletion of the herds 
which has occurred this century 
seems ended. Hunters and fur 
|traders report the herds are bigger, 
jand that more calves are travelling 
southward with the bulls and cows. 

The caribou herds are one of 
the mair food and clothing sup- 
plies of the Eskimo and the bar- 
ren-land Chipewyan Indians. 
When the migration misses a 
native settlement, starvation and 
great hardship can and often do 
result, 


The main migration is 
to be in the region between Ilford 
and Herchmer, in a triangle west 
of the Hudson Bay Railway which 
turns sharply northward to Port 
Churchill after it crosses the Nel- 
son river. 

One main herd is reported to be 
travelling on a 30-mile front. Mov- 
ing close to Kettle Rapids on the 
Nelson river, it is believed on the 
way to winter in the Split Lake 
area, That is half way between 
here and Churchill, 

BACK IN MARCH 

Pioneers predict it will return to 
the far north barrens next Spring 
—probably about the end of March 
—on a roundabout, northwesterly 
trail through Brochet, on the Mani- 
toba-Saskatchewan border,

Fur trader Fred Kerr of The 

Pas says the migration trail of 
the barren-lands caribou can be 
followed for hundreds of miies 
through the snow. He says some 
caribou seem to be trickling 
across the railway near Ilford, in- 
stead of swinging westward, 

The southward trek of the larger 
bush caribou is reported to be 35 
miles south of The Pas at one point. 


NUMBERS SMALL 

The migration this year, though 
larger than in recent seasons, is 
only a small fraction of the vast 
caribou migration of a few decades 
ago. Some estimates have put the 
original size of the herds at 30,- 
000,000, Old-timers claimed they 
would never be depleted like the 
buffalo, 

But they were wrong. As traders 
ewarmed into the northland almost 
every native got a rifle: One trad- 
ing post which supplied a handful 
of hunters sold 160,000 rounds of 
ammunition yearly.
